many. 


The tremor, one of the se- 


verest ever 'recorded in Ger- 
many, was followed in some 
sections there by a giant blast 
of wind. The shock and wind 
rattled windows, shook down 
war ruins, and tossed pictures 
off the walls of many homes. 
No extensive damage was re- 
ported. 


Seismologists speculated 
that 


:he epicenter was either in the 
Eiffel mountains of West Ger- 
many or In Thuringia, in the east- 
ern zone of Soviet occupied Ger- 
many. 


The terrestial convulsion, which 


asted from five to six seconds 
with "echoes" of 15 minutes dura- 
tion, was felt in varying degrees 
in a wide arc including Belgium, 
ffolland, Northern and Eastern 
France, Denmark and Sweden.

Teen-Age Drug Addicts Need 
$6 to $15 a Day to Satisfy Habit 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—'Teen-agers who become addicted to 


heroin require from $6 to $15 a day to satisfy their craving for the 
drug. 


This need for money inevitably drives drug-addicted boys to 


crime and girls to prostitution, Dr. H. J. Anslinger, commissioner of 
the bureau of narcotics, told a house appropriations subcommittee In 
testimony made public today. 


Rep. Canfield (R-NJ) asked An- 


slinger if it was correct that 'teen- 
agers addicted to the drug are 
"practically required" to get about 
$15 a day "to keep going." 


Anslmger said that, depending 


upon the degree of habit, between 
$6 and $15 a day was required. He 
said the ratio of addiction in 'teen- 
agers la about 10 males to one 
female. Among older persons, he 
said, the rate is about five males 
to one female. 


Anslinger said the only answer 


to the problem was to enact legis- 


lation providing severe jail sent- 
ences for drug peddlers. 


He said "good" law enforcement 


and police work are also needed. 


Canfield asked him what per- 


centage of 'teen-agers who ust 
marijuana later turn to heroin, an 
opium derivative. 


"The 
percentage," 
Anslinger 


said, "looks shockingly high in 
New Tork and Chicago—not so 
much in other cities. In thos* 
two cities it seems to have been 
an epidemic."

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Europe's Cynics Should Come 


Up and See Us Sometime 


European intellectuals like to think of themselves as the 


most mature people politically to be found anywhere in the 
world. They take as one sign of this "maturity" the fact 
that many of them reject capitalism in favor of socialism or 
some other system of state control. 


From their lofty eminence, they see America as the prac- 


titioner of an "outmoded" capitalism which permits busi- 
nessmen to exploit workers and gouge the public for huge 
personal profit. 
This gross misunderstanding of the U. S. economic sys- 


tem has a number of sad consequences. First of all, it leads 
many Europeans to regard America with contempt and dis- 
taste, and thus to resent the necessity for their dependence 
on our financial aid. 


Secondly, it predisposes these same people to keep alive 


in their minds an undeserved sympathy for communism. 
Though they profess to be shocked at the horrors of totali- 
tarian brutality, these intellectuals can't escape the feeling 
that the socialistic, "cooperative" aspects of communism are 
desirable. 
e

Some even believe that world-wide communism is in- 


evitable. ^Said one hi Britain: "To oppose communism is to 
go against the grain of events." 


The basic mistake made by such Europeans is the identi- 


fying of present-day American capitalism with the European 
variety. This latter in too many places is still the discredited, 
exploiting, selfish brand of capitalism that has flourished in 
continental Europe since the industrial revolution. 


The capitalism of 1951 America bears slight resemblance 


to this. It has welfare and security features that surpass 
the social safeguards of Europe's socialist economies. Far 
from exploiting workers, it pays them amazingly high 
wages. 


' This is not to say our system is without flaws. It has 


plenty of them. But both management and labor are work- 
ing to correct them. Less and less does the feeling, exist 
among the laboring rank and file that the worker and the 
boss are natural enemies. 


Furthermore, our economic system is proving again and 


again that it has within itself a dynamic drive that keeps 
it expansive, progressive, flexible. It is far more powerful 
and productive than it was even a bare six years ago. 
*

* 


Europeans do not realize this, apparently. It may be 


partly our fault, since we seldom do a good job of explain- 
ing to others how our system works. But it is certainly the 
fault, too, of the Europeans themselves. 


What they mistakenly assume is their "maturity" is in 


fact a dismal resignation and defeatism in the face of to- 
day's economic dilemmas. In turning to state control, 
whether communistic or any other, they are actually surren- 
dering to reaction. 


War-weary and disillusioned, they do not even take the

We visited what is said to be the 


most beautiful hotel in America.

John Dement—four-time Dixon mayor—for whom Dementtown 
and Dement avenue were named. 
She's Janet Newcomer, the daughter of Mr. 


and Mrs. S. D. Newcomer, 604 E. Fellows st. 
An eighth grade pupil at North Central school, 
Janet's prize was a byline—"By Janet New- 
comer"—in the March edition of the Illinois 
Junior Historian, an Illinois State Historical 
society publication.

Here's her story of one of Dixon pioneers: 


Janet Newcomer 


By JANET NEWCOMER 


Eighth Grade, North Central School, Dixon 


Colonel John Dement was one of the famous men in early 


Illinois history. He was born on April 26, 1804, in Tennessee, the 
son of David and Dorcus Dement. At thirteen John moved with 
his parents to Franklin County, Illinois. He made his home on 
a farm there until he was twenty-two years of age. He was 
elected sheriff of Franklin County and then, in 3828, he was 
elected to represent the county in the Illinois state legislature. 
In 1830 he was reelected. Then he was elected to the office of 
Treasurer of the state of Illinois. He served from 1831 to 1836. 


Colonel Dement, in 1831, witnessed the signing of the treaty 


"by which Black Hawk gave up all claim to land east of the Mis- 
sissippi River. In 1832 he served his state in the -army fighting 
the Black Hawk War. He answered the call of Governor Reynolds 
as did Abraham Lincoln, to report to the fort at Dixon's Ferry. 
There he was made commander of a spy batallion which accom- 
plished much in determining the Indians' plan of attack. The 
most famous engagement of his battalion was the battle at Kel- 
logg's Grove. He and his men held out there until reinforcements 
arrived. Even Black Hawk remarked that Colonel Dement was a 
brave and daring officer in the Black Hawk War. 


In 1836 John Dement married Maria Dodge, the daughter 


of the governor of Wisconsin. In 1837, he was appointed receiver 
of the land office in Galena. When this office was moved to Dixon, 
in 1840, Colonel Dement moved to Dixon where he made his 
home from that time on. 


He was a member of three Illinois state constitutional con- 


ventions, 1847-1848, 1862, and 1870. The colonel was elected 
mayor of Dixon four times. He was very active in the develop- 
ment of industries in Dixon and in improvements of all kinds in 
the town. One out-lying industrial and business section of Dixon 
is still known as "Dementtown." Also, one of the streets bears 
his name. 
After a long life devoted to public service, Colonel Dement 


died in Dixon in January, 1883.

•esterday that all state schools of 
higher learning eventually be made 
branches of the university. 


He made the proposal to the 


board of trustees as one of four 
alternatives to the so-called Rus- 
sell report which he criticized in 
part.

Stoddard's consolidation plan 


vas offered as a counter-proposal 
:o the Russell report recommen- 
dation that all state-supported col- 
eges and universities be controlled 
by a "central agency in Spring- 
field." 


"The price to be paid for unity 


tinder this plan," Stoddard said in 
criticisinz the Russell formula, 
'would be a subtle decline in the 
quality of zestfulness of academic 
life. 


Hamper Growth 


"For the governing body to be 


removed one more step from the 
work of professors and students 
is to court decisions that hamper 
growth and freedom." 


In contrast, the educator said, 


ois own plan "would make for 
diversity within a general plan of 
coordination." He added that "such 
a system would paralle^ the suc- 
cessful plan now in operation in 
the state of California." 


In addition, making the five 


other d o w n s t a t e institutions 
branches of the University of Il- 
linois, Stoddard proposed creation 
of another four-year branch of the 
school in Chicago.

"COACH PATRICK, I SINCERELY hope your team 


will be fortunate enough to lose a few games next year." 
That statement was made by Sam Sullivan, superintendent of 


the DeKalb public schools, at the banquet honoring the' Franklin 
Grove high school and grade school basketball teams Tuesday night 


It was one sentence out of one of the finest athletic 


banquet addresses this reporter ever has had the pleasure of 
covering. And we have attended quite a few on the knife 
and fork circuit. 
SULLIVAN, OF COURSE, was lashing out at the "win at any 


cost" psychology that is becoming increasingly prevelant in high 
school athletics. And he was aiming his words not only at Coach 
Max Patrick,, who comes closer to fulfilling his ideal than most ath- 
letic heads, but all high school coaches and principals who may 
easily lose sight of the real values offered by athletics in these days 
of mounting public pressure. 


The reason Sullivan wished a few losses on Patrick and 


other coaches is vividly Illustrated In the situation at Paris 
high school. 
There basketball, winning basketball, has 


mounted Into a Frankenstein monster which threatens to de- 
feat the whole purpose of high school education. 
THE PARIS SITUATION has been reenacted on a smaller scale 


in other towns, Sullivan declared, especially in towns that are ac- 
customed to winning each year. 


"The more a team wins, the more it Is expected to win," 


he said. "The pressure becomes greater on the teaching 
staff, on the board of education and certainly on the coach. 
The coach may then put extra pressure on the boys. 


"IT IS AT THIS STAGE that the more permanent val- 


ues of athletics are forgotten," Sullivan continued. 
"It could happen to you," he said. "I sincerely hope it doesn't 


happen to you. 


And who is Sullivan?, you ask. To our way of thinking, Sulli- 


van is one of the best-equipped men in Illinois to sound this warn- 
ing. 


He has participated in high school and college athletics, he has 


coach high school basketball for 12 years, he was the first official 
in Illinois to receive the certified rating now given by the state Of- 
ficials association and He nas Been a high school administrator for 
many years. 


SULLIVAN STATED THREE GOALS for high school education 


today. They are: 


"(1) Education must build the type of citizenship that 


will promote and perpetuate the American way of life. 


"(2) Education must give us the tools to be productive, 


cooperative citizens in our community. 


"(3) Education most build sound character, the type of 
that must be preserved if democracy is to exist" 
This is all very fine, you say, but how does it tie in with high 


school athletics? It's like this, Sullivan says: 


"If you accept my major premise, the aims of education 


outlined in the three points just given, then it follows that 
the only way to justify a high school athletic program is 
that it must contribute to one or more of these goals. 
"WHEN FT CEASES TO CONTRIBUTE, then it ceases to justi- 


fy itself as part of the school program and that goes for music and 
other activities as well as basketball.v When athletics reach the 
stage where they develop characteristics opposed to our ideals, then 
we as taxpayers can no longer justify their continuance." 


Sullivan was especially insistent that athletics should 


build character. The need for higher character in our nation 
is needed more crucially now than ever before in our his- 
tory, he said. 


"IF THERE IS A PAUCITY OF CHARACTER in Wash- 


ington today it is because there is a paucity of character in 
Franklin Grove, and DeKalb and Chicago and other places 
where people live and vote. 
"The character of a nation can be no greater than the character 


of its leaders; and the character of its leaders can be no greater 
than the character of the people as a whole."

Sullivan had much more to say, most of it sensible, we thought, 


but there isn't space to tell it all today. 


If you're still reading, pardon us for departing for a day 


from the usual patter about players and teams and pant re- 
sults and future results. We did it because the annual state 
tourney hysteria starts today and we thought a little rcfocus- 
ing of alms and values might help us before being swept into 
the madness sure to prevail in Champaign.'' 
And we did it because we thought Mr. Sullivan had a message

Can Whip Russia in a War

AP Foreign Affairs Analyst 
It certainly bolsters confidence 


to hear from- a commander-in-chief 
who has led his conquering- armies 
across Western Europe that Amer- 
ica could defeat Russia if war 
came. 


The way Gen. Eisenhower put it 


to the senate foreign relations 
committee during his recent ex- 
amination 
was that "our en- 


lightened 150.000,000 people can 


still whip 190,000,000 backward 
people" in Russia if war comes. He 
also declared that with sufficient 
air and sea support, 12 American 
divisions could hold the Breton 
peninsula of southwest France 
against the Russians. 


On Weakness Too 


Gen. Ike apparently bases these 


estimates not only on Western 
strength but on potential Russian 


•weakness. One of the most im- 


pressive parts of his testimony was 
his prediction that if there is war 
the Red satellites will turn against 
Moscow. 


He declared that "dissident ele- 


ments all the way from the Balk- 
ans right up to the Baltic will 
rise." 


That is a likelihood which this 


column has been hammering on 


for a long time as one of the most 
important aspects of the con- 
tinuing crisis. There can be no 
doubt that the disaffection now 
apparent ^unong the satellites 
weighs heavily wtih Russia's plans. 


Potential Foe* 


These satellites not only have 


open 
Russia's 
bulwark 
across 


Eastern and Central Europe, but 
Moscow originally looked to them 
as sources of supplies and man- 
power. Those expectations now 
have gone glimmering. And worse 
yet, from the Soviet viewpoint, 
the satellites have become poten- 
tial active foes of Bolshevist rule. 


The complexion of the military 


situation in Europe has changed 
greatly in recent months. This has 
been due in part to growing West- 
ern strength and in part to grow- 
ing 
Russian 
weakness 
which 


springs from dissiden tsatellites. 


Don't Want War 


Any idea which Moscow may 


have had of overrunning Western 
Europe has had to be revised. The 
position now is that we can say 
with considerable confidence that 
the Muscovites don't want war in 
Europe. 


The Red program appears to be 


to hold the present line across 
Europe while exploiting Red suc- 
cesses in Asia as much aa possible.

Sen. Tom Connally (D-Tex), the 


man with the sharpest tongue on 
capitol hill, is holding court. 


As chairman of the senate for- 


eign relations committee, Connal- 
ly has the big job of getting the 
senate to go along with the ad- 
ministration's foreign policies. 


He presided over the joint hear- 


ings held by his committee and the 
senate armed services committee 


of Babylon, to listen to testimony on what 


course this country should follow 
in sending troops abroad. 


Tongue Is Impartial 


The news stories on these hear- 


ings 'dealt mostly with the testi- 
mony of the eminent witnesses, 
but the tall Texan with the queru- 
lous voice managed to leave his 
mark every time. 


On thing about Tom Connally: 


His barbed tongue is impartial. 


For instance, he was hard on 


photographers, a group difficult to 
be hard with. 


When Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 


was testifying, Connally snapped: 
"Get through with your photogra- 
phy. 
I don't want you sticking 


your machines in the face of the 
governor. Get your pictures and 
get out." 


When former president Hoover 


finished his testimony, spectators 
applauded. 


After the cheering died, Con- 


nally asked, "anybody else want 
to cheer?" 


More applause. 


Nuts in Army? 


So Connally said: "Since this is 


a meeting devoted to noise, I 
thought it was just as well to let 
you blow off if you wanted to." 


But mostly Connally is .hard on 


fellow senators. 


He commented to Gen. J. Law- 


ton- Collins, "I suppose you have 
nuts in the army just as we do in 
the senate." 


"Would you care to specify?" 


Sen. Lodge (R-Mass) asked. 


Connally didn't.
